do wed with a stro ng analytical faculty, 
the French, w ith the habit o f keen s c r u - ' 
tiny, tho ro ugh inv estigatio n and just do 
ductio n usual w ith them. The difference 
existing l>etween acquired kno wledge o n 
the o ne hand and inculcated v irtues o n 
the o ther has been embo died in these 
separate appellatio ns, which carry w ith 
them tw o distinct meanings. 
Bo th may 
la.* largely po ssessed apart fro m the o th ­ 
er. 
But when bo th are co mbined in o ne 
indiv iduality the highest degree o f ex­ 
cellence has been o btained o f which the 
hum an race is capable. 
W ith us in America it is fair to state 
that instructio n fro m bo o ks, in scho o l and 
co llege, where the aim m ust o f necessity 
be o nly the dev elo pment o f the m ind and 
intellect, in co njunctio n with religio us 
teachings fro m the pulpit and a t the 
fireside, sums up the educatio n generally 
given to the yo uth o f the co untry, even 
am o ng the pro sjx'ro us and the wealthy. 
B ut between these tw o lines o f educa­ 
tio n, 
bo th adm irable and necessary, 
stands a mo re subtle and intangible fo rm 
o f m ental and mo ral training which 
embraces the dev elo pm ent o f the finer 
cho rds o f bo th the intellect and the 
sentim ents hav ing fo r effect no t o nly 
to instill a 'desire fo r kno wledge and 
v irtue and a repro v al o f vice, but to ed­ 
ucate as to the desirability o f th at su: 
perio r excellence which enables the ptw- 
sesso r to striv e fo r the ideal graces and 
beauties, which, when understo o d and 
practiced, pro duce a perfect civiliza­ 
tio n. 
T h at religio n alo no canno t give this 
result is sho wn by the fact th at the ex­ 
trem e and beautiful po lish to character 
and the bro ad testhetics it evo lves have 
been po ssessed by men and wo men who 
hav e ackno wledged no attachm ent to re­ 
ligio us creeds and again by m em bers o f 
Christianity and paganism alike, while 
tlie bo o kwo rm and the sav ant, who se 
m ind is the cro wded receptacle o f a m a r­ 
velo us agglo meratio n o f kno wledge, m ay 
be abso lutely lacking in this particular 
phase o f culture. 
It is t Iris educatio n, which do es no t ap­ 
ply exclusively to the intellectuality no r 
to th e mo ral sense, but envelo ps the 
who le being thro ugh a cultiv atio n o f the 
receptive faculties and finer instincts, 
which is deno minated “ educatio n” by 
the French, and which sho uld be applied 
w ith greater care in America to the 
training o f yo uth, fo r as a facto r in en­ 
lightenm ent and pro gress its v alue is 
eno rmo us. 
W ith the m any splendid 
qualificatio ns given by nature to the 
American citizen, and which the po lit­ 
ical institutio ns under which he lives 
has fo stered, his sturdy self dependence, 
spirit o f inquiry, his energy and natural 
intelligence, if aided by a stro ng de­ 
v elo pm ent in this directio n, wo uld pro ­ 
duce rem arkable results bo th in the in­ 
div idual and fo r the masses. 
F o r it is ev ident th a t fro m a cultiv a­ 
tio n o f this phase o f the hum an mind 
springs the co nceptio n and executio n o f 
all th at pertains to the arts, fine and in­ 
dustrial, they being the tangible ex­ 
pressio ns o f the aspiratio ns and genius 
o f tho se fro m who m they have emanated. 
Unless the trend o f a peo ple be to w ard 
an ideal existence, stretching beyo nd the 
abso rptio n o f effo rt merely to supply 
the w ants o f m an ’s physical life, neither 
po et, sculpto r no r painter no r the a rtis­ 
tic and acco mplished artisan will emerge 
to ado rn and testify to their civ ilizatio n 
and their superio rity. 
Indeed expan 
sio n in this directio n pro ves the co ndi­ 
tio n o f natio nal life w ith a sure and 
true precisio n. 
The tim e has co me when an educatio n 
tending to w ard sim ilar results sho uld 
o ccupy public tho ught in this co untry, 
hereto fo re to o exclusively engro ssed in 
so lving the pro blem o f natio nal exist­ 
ence. 
It is just to say, ho wever, that 
there has been an adv ance, no ticeable in 
large centers, which has been bro ught 
abo ut by frictio n and co mpetitio n and 
the co ntact w ith o ur natio nalities, v ary­ 
ing o pinio ns and antago nistic creeds. 
B ut the general im pro v em ent has no t 
been in acco rd with the capabilities in 
th at directio n o f the American jieo ple, 
no r pro po rtio nate w ith the increased 
wealth, fo r o utside o f o ur large ci’ies, in 
the interio r po rtio ns o f the co untry, life 
is still 
unjustifiably 
primitive, 
and 
tho se living o n plain and fro ntier, in 
m o untain and fo rest, are uncultured be 
yo nd w hat their iso latio n wo uld justify. 
Again it is no ticeable th a t the educa 
tio n o f the children o f tho se classes jkis 
sessed o f ample means is in these I'nit- 
ed 
States generally sup» rficial. 
Tie 
A merican early yo uth am o ng the edu­ 
cate» ! classes, which are tho se exerting 
the m o st influence o n the destinies o f a 
jieo ple, is nut subjecte» i to that so lier 
discipline deemed necessary by the o lder 
natio ns o f Euro pe as In-iiig a pro tectio n 
to them , against their o wn invpletiv< 
impulses, thro ugh mental habits thus en­ 
fo rced, and as co nstituting a desirabl* 
tutelage in ]ir< paratio n fo r the later 
vere struggles o f life. 
The o v erindul­ 
gence generally acco rded the American 
child and yo uth is the cause o f a general 
disregard o f autho rity and careless a tti­ 
tude to war» ! o bligatio ns, a distinctive 
feature o f the American yo uth. 
On tin 
part o f tho se in autho rity the effo rt 
wo uld seem to be to glo ss o ver the un 
so und basis o f a scanty learning by so iiu 
few gaudy acco mplishment« , equally su 
perficially 
po ssessed.— New 
Orleans 
Times-Demo crat.

Thu s before many d ay s hav e passed 
there is an epid emic of scarlet fev er or 
what not in the neighborhood . 
Nobod y 
can im agine how it got abou t. 
Little 
Johnny d ies of d iphtheria,and nobod y 
d ream s that he contracted it by picking 
u p a strange cat. 
Child ren hav e a way of picking u p 
cats and hold ing them to their faces to 
caress them. 
T hat accou nts for many 
cast s of that v ery d isagreeable d isease 
called ringworm , 
it is the same way 
w ith other skin trou bles that are con­ 
tagiou s. 
Cats as well as d ogs are lia­ 
ble to tu bercu losis of the lu ngs, other­ 
wise known as consu mption. That they 
com m u nicate it to hu m an beings is more 
than su spected .—"Washington Star.
